The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

oath required by the constitution, and give a bond to
the state of Wisconsin, in the sum of five thousand
dollars, with sufficient sureties, to be approved by the
governor, conditioned for the faithful performance of
the duties of his office, and for the faithful performance
by all persons employed by him, of their daties and
trusts, and that all moneys collected by him or his as-
gistants, as provided in this act, shall be paid into the
state treasury. Said bond and oath of office shall be
filed and preserved in the office of the governor.

Shall enforce  SgcTiON 2. It shall be the duty of the treasury

license fees.  agent to superintend and enforce if necessary under the
provisions thereof, the collection of fees due for licenses
fixed by chapter 72 of the general laws of 1870, re-
lating to “ hawkers and peddlers,” and also to enforce
the collection of fees required to be paid into the state
treasury for any license to transact business under the

rovisions of any other existing law of this state.

Upon receipt of Upon receipt of uny application for license, with the

foce s fees prescribed by law, the treasury agent shall imme-
diately file said application in the office of the secre-
tary of state, deposit the full amount of said feesin
the state treasury, and forward to such applicant a li-
cense duly issued by the secretary of state as grovided
by law, and the possession of such license by the appli-
cant shall be his only authority to transact business in
this state.
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SecTION 8. The treasury agent may, in his discre- May appoint
tion, appoint an assistant who shall take the oath of ant who
office required by the constitution, which shall be filed 2nd give bond.
in the office of the governor, and shall give such bond
for the faithful performance of his duties to said treas-
ury agent, in such penal sum and with such conditions
as said tieasury agent may prescribe; and such assistant
may perform such duties as are required of the treas-
ury agent,

SECTION 4. The secretary of state is hereby author- mis compensa.
ized to audit and allow the account of the treasury fios—bow sud-
agent at the rate of thirty-three and one third per cent.
of the amount which said treasury agent may cause to
be collected and paid into the state treasury as fees for
licenses, which sum shall be compensation in full for
his services and those of his assistant: provided, that gpyionery ete.
necessary stationery, postage, blanks and advertising to be furnished.
for the performance of his duties shall be furnished by
the state in the usual manner.

SECTION 6. There is hereby appropriated out of Appropriated.
any money received into the state treasury on account
of such license fees, a sufficient sum of money to carry
into effect the provisicns of this act.
